The I«te dispaloli from iho Secretary of 
tho Colonics, objeotiog to tbe eiolusiva 
olauae in the Tulegraph Bill, vrill probably 
delafi for a oonsidaiable period (he oomple- 
iioo'bf oar telegrapbiu oommanicatioD with 
San FrtDoiSoo, and consequeDtly with tho 
EB«l. ' liii tho fanlt, however, of either the 
past or present Governinent ihnt this difli- 
oulty has urisen, for i'lic d\^i>j.ich in rofcruuce 
to tho Collins lino of telegraph, writlon on 
the lOlh of February, arrived here boiwi liniu 
previous to the passage of the Telegmpliic 
Bill. By that dispatch it was evident tho 
Home. Government nould not sanation an 
ezcloaive priviioKO ; and il was therefore ex- 
ceedingly negligent on the part (if tbo 
£xacutiTe ak tho time that Ihia was not uiado 
koowa t» the Legislature before ibe bill had 
passed both Houses, The Imperial authori- 
ties could not of 'Course sanction an 
exclusive privilege to any line conosci- 
ing these colonies with tho neighboring 
Stales; fur that would have interfered vritb 
the Collins lino conneoting Europe with 
America by way of 'the Russian. Possesaioos 
and British Colombta. Mr. Oardwoll's ob- 
jection, Ihereforo, on this head was tenable ; 
but when theSectoIary for ihe Colonies tollj 
uf tbat tho strict cnforcenicQi of the non- 
exollisiva prinoiple between the Bciiish and 
Aoierioan territory on the PaoiSc is pecn- 
liarly indispensable, in British Columbia, 
tbrnugh which Her Majesty's Uoveriimoot 
may have lo communie;itB in very crilical 
times and in vcrj iinpurlmit nutters with Her 
Majesly's Naval forees on iLe !':icific," lie 
writes someihiug that is very l.ko nonsense. 
If the Mclnsive principle had heen granted 
to a British Columbian lino or ono confined 
to British territory, Mr. Cardwell a reason- 
ing would have boen profound enough ; but 
as tho exclusion was only cunnooted with 
lines running from IJritish territory west ol 
the Rooky Mountains to Aiueiican territory 
similarly situated, iho " peculiarly indispen- 
sable" enforcement of the non-exclusive 
principle is scarcely based on proper grounds. 
The Homo Uovernmout desire an overland 
telegraph through British territory. It ii by 
this line— and this alone — that Her Majes- 
ty's Qovernment would cominuuicato *' in 
▼ery critical limes with Ihe Naval lorcos on 
the Pacific;" but IMr. Cardwell must havo 
seen a olauae insor'ed in tiie Telegr.ij)h liill 
to tho effect that tho exclusive principle was 
in no way to uilect this intercolonial and 
traascontincnlal line. 

As the thing- stands, we must malce the 
beat of it. We presume the California Tel- 
egraph Company will not recede from Iheir 
nndorlaking even under ihis discouragement; 
bat if they do it will devolve on tlie iner- 
canlilc clssa hero to risl: the submarino part 
of tbe enterprise and connect with the tele- 
graph wbiob will shortly be in running order 
on Pogel Soaod. The advantage to Victoria

palpable to require a word of conirnont, ard 
the .woner thu project is carried out the 
better. There have beon too many 
hitches aboot tbe overland line to expect its 
oompletion before tlie expiration of another 
year. English companies hare a kind of 
oumbroug, unwieldy character about them, 
that makes their progress especially tantal- 
izing lo Ihe poojilB of a now counli-y. In the 
summer of 1862, the Duko of Newcastle 
staled in tbe House of Lords that he expected 
by tbe tiqie Ibo Parliament would assemble in 
1863, he would bo in tho position lo inlorm 
their lordships that telegraphic uommoniea- 
tion had been established between Quebec 
and New Westminster. More than a year 
and a-balf ha.s elapsed since the lime the lato 
Secretary for the Colonies aotieipated would 
have seen tbe lino in operation, bat we seem 
to be still distant from tha sumtnii: of our 
hopes. It is trae the nc.v lludaon's Bay 
Company is making nn ollorl to carry a line 
of telegraph through; but beyond mero hear- 
say statements, Ibere is nothing lo lead us to 
believe in aoy' immediate or eoergetic move- 
ment from this side of tho Rocky Mountains. 
We know that dnriii!^ ihn bcjt p irlioii of last 
summer, tko Dnko of \owca-;tlu n-;is wmted 
upon repeatedly by companies who wished to 
connect Victoria with Cariboo, as the wo--t- 
ern porlioa of tbe overland line, provided 
either tbe Home or Colonial tiovernmcniH 
would guaraaleo four per cent, per annum, on 
tho Company's original outlay, 'i'ho expensi' 
of compleliii;5 the liuo v::\i put d„--vii al £J0,- 
UM, which woulil havu made thu two colon- 
ics responsible, if the undertaking did not pay 
expenses, for £1,200 a year. Had the Home 
Govarnment boen anything but pitiable in 
this matter — had it guaranteed but half thu 
amount, £600 — the lino would liiivo been 
now in working order, lor wi; bi'lijvi; rifillier 
colony would have refu5v.d to ir;al;e itsolf ru- 
sponaibio for £300 a year on .-^ueli an iindor- 
laking. Of course as a purily British Co- 
lumbian or Vancouver Island iiuilter, the 
Imperial autliuri;ioii ouiild not luive been 
expected lu ale;) down from tlieir " .■ielf- sup- 
porting" r.iiom, and conliihuie even fo 
small a sum ns £600 a year ; but the 
.projcol was part of that national ooe 
for spanninp; the continent, and would have 
beon tho means of pushini^ forward tlie 
greater echomo with Bometliing like vi^^or 
and rapidity. Did the c:iliuiiity ol wnr 
break oul, the lyiaeacres ol' tho Dowuiiif,' 
Street Colonial Odico would begin to hce, in 
the dim rcoesses of their oluady brains, thai 
the cost in mora ways Iban one to Her Ma- 
jesty's UoTernnionl, of tho present slow and 
uncertain moans of communication with the 
Pacific, would actually pay in a little lime 
Iho eipens.i of one or even Iwo telegraphs 
across the continent.

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M. Vambery, a Hungarian traveller, lias 
recently peuolralad, iu the disguise ol u der- 
vish, tiirough the territory of tho Turcomans 
to Khiva, Bokhara, and Samaroand, In Cen- 
tral Asia I traveling through districts which 
have not been visited by a European sinoe 
(ho days of MarooPolo. After several years 
of preiiaration in a Slohammedan college, be 
juiiuul at Teheran, in March, 1803, a com- 
p any of poor pilgrims who waro retnrning to 
Tartary irom Mooca, giving out that he ^'as 
a pious .Mussulman traveling tu Central Asia 
with a religious objoot ; and in a couimuiii- 
cliuu just laid bblore tho Royal Geographi- 
cal Society, he aoooaoces llio result of his 
obsorvaiions ill substance as fulluwa : 

" M. Vanibory crossed the southeast corner 
of the Caspian Sea on board a Turcoman 
eurs iir and landed at QoUmn.shlepe, (the sil- 
ver hill), a camp of about 2,000 leuts of the 
I amut iriba From this pluo* he visited tho 
rniiM 'u! tho wall built by Alexander tbo 
(treat, whicli commences on the shures of 
tho sea near tliia place, and stretches about 
100 miles ihliiud, in tbo form of an embank- 
ineiit dotted willi lurrels and furlificationB. 
t^untiuuiiu; with tbo jiarty in a iiuriharly 
direcli.u east of the Caspian, be passed the 
river Alliek, crossing the Idyrcaiiian desert, n 
horrible journey ol Tl day.s, and reached 
Khiva at tlie be:;iiiiiiiig of dune. The |irt"s~ 
«nt cuiidilien of the country, uf which ICliivu 
i) the capital, ho describes as most wretched. 

" The rei"ning p'ince, Seid .M alioin ineil, a 
sick tyrant, dues litth; else but shuigli er 
hundreds ol bis subjects fur uieie trifles, 
whieh lie calls traiis;;re,,-ioris uf the holy re- 
ligion uf Moliarniiied, .M. Vambery made 
excursions as l.ir as lioongrad, and was as- 
tonished at llio gre.il lertilily of Ihe cniintry, 
which bo lb iu_;lil supeiiur to anything he 
had liitlierto 'eeii in Asia. 

" After spending a iiiuiilli in liukhara, M. 
Vambery prueaodod, lull of unl ici patiuii, to 
tha city of .Sumarcaiid. Ho traveled lur fix 
d.ivs IliroHgh a thickly peupled and well cul- 
tivated cuuntry. and was greatly surpriBed 
at the quick succession of towns and villagea 
un tho roail. But in Sainareand he w^3 much 
disapuoinled, lie fuiiml tlia c.spilul uf Ti - 
inour ill a .stale u( decay, and allhough liu 
saw a few remaiii.s of its ancient glory, was 
cunviuced thnt tbe ancieut ropulalioii of the 
plaeo was greatly exaggerated. Tho most 
remarkable of Ihc ancient edifices were the 
medrcsses or colleges, one of which, erected 
by the wife of Timour, a Chinese princess, 
wag H most splendid building ; but the mag- 
uiliccnt portico. 100 (eel high, inlaid witb 
mosaic in the form of rosea, is now all that 
remains of it. Tbo palace of Timour be de- 
scribed as very interesiing, especially his 
tomb nnd a huge block of green stone, tbe 
base uf his throne, which must havo been de 
rived from somo distant country, althongh 
how it was convoyed to Iho place is now dif- 
iieull 1 1 suriiiisu. M. Vambery terminated 
I, is iiarralivo with lii.1 arrival at Herat in 
October; the country to iho north ol wliicli 
place lie iuiind in grer.t disorder, owing tu 
thu revolt against tho Atliihan yoko conse- 
quent upon tbo Death of Dost Mohanimod. 

In tho course ol a <liscupsioii which follow- 
ed the reailing uf .M. Vnmbery's eomniiinicu- 
lion in Ihe (jengrapliical ,Society. Sir fletiry 
KawHufion said tho country which M. Vam- 
bery had traversed, was interesting in a two- 
fdld point of view. In the first place it had 
hitlierio been a Urra iitcogiiUa, and in the 
ne.x1 place it possessed great political inter- 
est, ns forming tho debatable land which iu- 
tervenod bstv.-eeu llie liussian empire, and 
our own Indian possessioua. llo adds : 

•'U would bo remembered that ',!5 years 
ago, great alarm was fell nl the extension ot 
Uussian inlluenco in Central Asia. That 
lesling wliicb brought about Ilia Aflglian war 
had passed away, and had been succeeded by 
a feeling of supineness which was ns little lo 
be jusliliod as tho previous alarm. We have 
very much lost sight of what had been going 
on during the last 2S years. While wc have 
been imagining that all was quiescent, the 
Russian nnd English frontiers hvo been 
gradually approximuting over a space of ore 
thousaod miles, so lhat at present thoie is 
only a breadth of 500 or 600 miles between 
the two frontiers. This is a matter which 
ought lo interest the lOnulisli public, and to 
which alteiitiun should bu drawn, llebig- 
ui'd lu be iinderf'uu l that he atliibiiied no 
huiitilily ^) I'-iiglaiid un the part of the Uos- I 
sian goveniinent in this exiuiisioii of froiiiier | Al 
towards India.
